Commercial  hatcheries  produced  a,  total  of  45,660,000  chicks  during  October,  the 

Bureau  of -Agricultural  Economics  reported.  This  output  v/as  17  percent  more  than 

t  year  and  22  percent  more  than  the  1942-46  average  for  the  month.

■irst  10  months  of  this  year,  1,138,774,000  chicks  were  hatched,  7 
s  than  were  hatched  during  the  same  period  last  year. 


The  demand  for  chicks  for  broiler  production  continues  strong^  although  not  as 
strong  as  -a  month  ego  due  to  a  drop  in  poultry  prices  during  October*  The  number 
chicks  that  will  be  hatched  in  November  will  be  considerable  larger  than  the 
-Overnber  hatch  of  last  year  as  the  number  of  eggs  in  incubators  on  ITovmeber  1. 
was  _49  percent  more  than  on  November  1  a  year  ago.  Orders  for  chicks  on  Nov¬ 
ember  1  for  delivery  in  December  were  121  percent  larger  than  on  November  1  last 
year . 


More  chicks  than  in  October  1947  were  hatched  in  all  but  one  section  of  the 
country.  The  Mountain  States  produced  7  percent  less  chicks  during  October  than 
a  year  go.  The  increases  from  a  year  ago. were  39  percent  in  the  West  North 
Central,  36  percent  in  ITew  England,  25. percent  in  the  East  North  Central,  19 
percent  in  the  Mid-Atlantic  and  Pacific  Coa.st,  9  percent  in  the  South  Central  and 
8  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  States, 

Potential  layers  (hens  and  pullets  of  laying  age  plus  pullets  not  laying  age)  on 
farms  November  1  totaled ‘471,210, 000  birds  —  3  percent  below  last  year  ~nd  2 
percent  below  the  1937-46  average.  Decreases  in  holdings  on  November  1 .were  6 
percent  in  the  West  North  Central,  3  percent  in  the  East  North  Central  mid  in 
the  South  Atlantic  and  2  percent  in  both  the  North  Atlantic  and  South  Central 
States,  In  the  Western  States,  the  number  of  potential  layers  on  November  1  was 
slightly  above  last  year’s  number.  The  seasonal  decrease  in  potential > layers 
from  October  1  to  November  1  for  the  United  States  was  7  percent,  compared  with 
8  oercent  last  year  and  with  the  1937-46  average  decrease  of  6  percent.

The.  number  of  chicks  produced  by  commercial  hatcheries  during  May  was  38  percent 
more  than  was  produced  during  Hay  last  year  and  5  percent  above  the  May  1943-47 
average,  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  reports*  May  production  totaled  .. 
275*208*000  chicks,  ,  The  demand  for  chicks  continues  above  that  of  a  year  ago*  The 
number  of  eggs  in  incubators  and  bookings  for  July  delivery  indicate  that  hatchery 
output  ■will  continue  well  above  last  year,  during  the  next  two  -months.  The  number 
of  eggs  in  incubators  on  June  1  was  4l  percent  larger,  than  on  June  1  last  year.  The 
number  of  chicks  booked  on  Juno  1  for  July  delivery  was  89  percent  larger  than  on 
June  1  -last  year. 


Production  of  chicks  for  the  first  5  months  of  this  year  totaled  1,08b, 255 *000 
— •  an  increase  of  26  percent  above  the  862,475*000  produced  during  the  same  period 

last  year,  '

Output  of  chicks  during  May  was  above  last  year  in  all  sections  of  the  country. 
Increases  reported  were  47  percent  in  the  South  Centeral,  40  percent  in  the  Hew  Eng¬ 
land,  39  percent  in  the  Mountain,  33  percent  in  the  West  Forth  Central,  3O  percent 
in  the  East  North  Central,  21  percent  in  the  Pacific,  18  percent  in  the  South 
Atlantic  and  l6  percent  in' the  Mid-Atlantic  States, 

The  number  of  chicks  sexed  during  May  was  39  percent  larger  than  a  year  ago. 

Of  the  total  chicks  .hatched  during  .May,  31  percent  was  sexed  compared  with  29  percent 
a  year  earlier,

Chicks  and  young  chickens  of  this  year*s  hatchings  on  farirts  June  1  are  estimat¬ 
ed  at  556,054,000  14  percent  more  than  a  year  ago,,  but  2  percent  below  average 

holdings*  Young  chicken  holdings,  were  considerably  above  those  of  last-  year -in  all 
parts  of  the  country.  Increases  were  24  percent  in  the  North  Atlantic,  19  percent  in 
the  Vest,  l6  percent  in  the  Nest  North  Central,  9  percent  in  the  East  North  Central 
and  8  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  and  South  Central  States, 


Placements  of  chicks  this  year  in  the  7  commercial  broiler  areas  for  which  ' 
records  are  available  have  been  at  record  levels.  Approximately  142,131*000  chicks 
were  started  in  these  7  areas  during  the  first  5  -months  of  this  year,  compared  with 
103|138,000  during  .the  same  period  last  year,  an ’increase  of  38  percent,

The  demand  for  poults  during  May  was  strong.  Hatcheries  reporting  turkey 

operations  during  May  showed  48  percent  more  poults  hatched  than  in  May  1948*  Tur¬ 
key  hatcheries  reporting  during  February,  March,  April  and  May  hatched  11,477*000 
poults  or  62  percent  more  than  during  these  months  last  year.  Hatcheries  reporting- 
on  eggs  in  incubators  reported  58  percent  more  turkey  eggs  in  their  incubators  on 
June  .1  than  a  year  ago.

Commercial  hatcheries  produced  57,571,000  chicks  in  November,  slightly  under 


the  record  high  output'  of  57,957,000  produced  during  November  last  year,  but  51 


percent  larger  than  the  5 -year  average  for  the  month,  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural 

Economics  reports.  The  demand  for  chicks  for  commercial  broiler  production,  while 
* 

remaining  on  a  relatively  high  level,  continues  to  show  a  decline  from  last  year. 

The  number  of  eggs  in  incubators  on  December  1  was  13  percent  less  than  the  number 
in  incubators  on  December  1  last  year.  The  number  of  chicks  booked  on  December  1 
for  January  delivery  was  1  percent  less  than  on  December  1  a  year  ago.  November 
was  the  first  month  in  1949  during  "which  the  number  of  chicks  produced  fell  under 
the  production  of  a  year  ago.  Total  production  of  chicks  during  the  11  months  of 
this  'year  shows  an  increase  of  23  percent  above  the  number  produced  during  the  same 
months  last  year. 

November  chick  production  was  larger  in  four  areas  of  the  country  than  it,  was 
■in.  November  last  year,  but  these  increases  were  more  than  offset  by  decreases  in 
other  areas.  Increases  reported  were  21  percent  in  the  East  and  West  South  Central, 
10  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic,  and  8  percent  in  the  New  England  States.  Decreases 
reported  were  3 6  percent  in  the  East  North  Central,  31  percent  in  the  West  North 
Central,  7  percent  in  the  Pacific  Coast  and  6  percent  in  the  Mountain  States,  produc¬ 
tion  was  about  the  same  as  last  year  in  the  Mid-Atlantic  States-.'  -  •

HATCHERY  PRODUCTION 
February  1951

The  number  of  chicks  hatched  by  commercial  February  totaled 

158,^37,000.  the  largest  of  record  for  that  montn,'u the  Bur eau  of  Agricultural  Eco¬ 
nomics  reports.  This  number  was  12  percent  above  th^p!41^ 846-dOOO  chicks  hatched  dur¬ 
ing  February  last  year,  which  was  the  previous  higlTTecord  ‘output  for  the  month  and 
35  percent  above  the  1945-49  average  hatch  of  117,854,000,,.  The  demand  for  chicks 
for  broiler  production  continues  very  strong*  AJ ybQO  chicks  were 
placed  in  7  principal  broiler  producing  areas  during  February,  compared  with 
27,873,000  during  February  last  year  —  hn  increase  of  29  percent.  The  demand  for 
chicks  for  flock  replacements  during  February  was  slow,  due  primarily  to  the  cold 
weather  prevailing  throughout  the  northern  part  of  the  country.  However,  hatcheries 
report  a  good  demand  for  chicks  for  flock  replacements  during  the  next  2  months,  A 
relatively  large  hatch  for  both  farm  flock  replacements  and  broiler  production  can 
be  expected  during.  March,  as  the  number  of  eggs  in  incubators  on  .March  1  was  10  per¬ 
cent  larger  than  a.  year  ago* 


*  Approximately  32  percent  more  chicks  were  sexed  during  February  this  year  than 
last,  indicating  a  strong  demand  for  sexed  pullets,

Compared  with  a  year  ago  the  only  area  to  report  a  decrease  in  chicks  hatched 
was  the  East  North  Central  States.  This  decrease  was  2  percent.  Increases  reported 
were  27  percent  in  the  Pacific  Coast,  22  percent  in  the  West  North  Central1,  20  per¬ 
cent  in  the  Mountain,  18  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  and  East  South  Central,  14 
percent  in  the  New  .England,  7  nercent  in  the  West  South  Central  and  1  percent  in  the 
Mid-Atlantic  States, 


Prices  received  by  farmers  for  eggs  in  mid-February  averaged  41,4  centa  a  doz-en 
compared  with  42.6  cents  in  mid-January  and  29,6  cents  in  February  a  year  ago*  Farm, 
ers  received  an  average  of  26.9  cents  per  pound  live  weight  for  chickens  in  mid- 
February  compared  with  21.8  cents  a  year  earlier .•  The  mid-February  price  for  tur¬ 
keys  averaged  34.5  cents  per  pound  live  weight  compared  with  31.6  cents  a  year  ago. 
The  mid-February  cost  of  the  farm  poultry  ration  for  the  United -States  was  $3.96, 
per  100  pounds  compared  with  $3.89  a  month  earlier  and  $3.35  a  year  ago.  The  egg- 
feed  and  chicken-feed  price  relationships  were  more  favorable  than  a  year  ago,  but 
the  turkey-feed  relationship  continues  less  favorable,

HATCHERY  PRODUCTION 
June  1949 


Commercial  hatcheries  produced  111,670,000  chicks  during  June,  20  percent 
more  than  was  produced  during  June  last  year,  out  9  percent  "below  the  June 
19413-4-7  average,  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  reports.  The  main  season 
for  producing  farm  flock  replacements  is  about  over.  Chick  production  for  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  the  year  will  be  mainly  for  commercial  broiler  production.  The  over¬ 
all  demand  for  broiler  chicks  continues  to  be  above  that  of  a  year  ago,  although 
it  slackened  somewhat  in  June  because  of  the  sharp  drop  in  prices  for  commercial 
broilers  during  the  month.  The  price  for  commercial  broilers  has  strengthened 
considerably  since  July  1.  The  number  of  eggs  in  incubators  on  July  1  was  11  per¬ 
cent  larger  than  on  July  1  last  year.  The  number  of  chicks  booked  on  July  1  for 
August  delivery  was  50  percent  larger  than  on  July  1  a  year  ago. 

Production  of  chicks  for  the  first  6  months  of  this  year  totaled  1,197,925,000 
— an  increase  of  25  percent  above  the  955,182,000  produced  during  the  same  period 
last  year  and  the  third  largest  output  of  record  for  these  6  months. 

Chick  production  in. June  was  larger  than  a  year  ago  im  all  regions  of  the 

country.  The  increases  were  38  percent  in  the  East  and  South  Central  States,  36 

percent  in  the  Mid-Atlantic,  23  percent  in  the  Mountain  and  Pacific,  22  percent  in 

the  East  North  Central,  19  percent  in  the  West  North  Central,  12  percent  in  the 

South  Atlantic  and  11  percent  in  the  New  England  States, 

The  number  of  chicks  sexed  during  June  was  28  percent  larger  than  the  number 
sexed  during  June  last  year.  Of  the  total  chicks  hatched,  17.5  percent  were 
sexed  compared  with  16.4  percent  a  year  earlier. 

Chicks  and  young  chickens  of  this  year’s  hatchings  on  farms  July  1  are  esti¬ 
mated  at  550,597,000  — ,12  percent  more  than  a  year  ago,  but  5  percent  below 
average.  Holdings  were .larger  than  the  low  holdings  of  a  year  ago  in  all  parts 
of  the  country.  The  number  of  chicks  produced  for  commercial  broiler  production 
as  indicated  by  placements  in  7  commercial  broiler  areas  has  been  ad  record  levels 
Approximately  40  percent  more  chicks  were  started  in  the  7  areas  during  the  first 
5  months  of  this  year  cbmpared  with  the  same  period  last  year. 


TURKEY  POULTS 


The  demand  for  poults  during  June  was  good.  Hatcheries  reporting  turkey  oper¬ 
ations  showed  45  percent  more  poults  hatched  than  in  June  1948.  Turkey  hatcheries 
reporting  for  the  5  months  period,  February,  March,  April,  fey  and  June  have 
hatched  60  percent  more  poult's  than  during  these  months  last  year*  1he  ha/tching  4 
season  for  poults  is  completed  except  for  a  few  late  hatches  during  July.  The 
percentage  increase  in  poult  hatchings  this  year  indicates  a  large  turkey  product 
tion,  but  not  necessarily  the  relative  change  for  the  1949  turkey  crop.  The  actua' 
size  of  the  turkey  crop  will  depend  partly,  on  death  losses  of  poults  and  young 
turkeys.  It  will  be  recalled  that  the  percentage  death  loss  for  the  1948  turkey  . 
crop  was  unusually  small,  being  by  far  the  smallest  on  record.  The  Bureau  of 
Agricultural  Economics  will  issue  a  preliminary  report  on  turkeys  raised  in  1949  * 
on  August  22.

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EATCIIERY  PRODUCTION 
May  1951 


There  was  a  strong  demand  for  chicks  drying  May,  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural 
Economics  reports.  The  number  of  chicks  produced  by  commercial  hatcheries  during 
May  totaled  276,468,000  —  29  percent  more. than  the  number  produced  during  May 
last  year  and  13  percent  above  the  5-year  average  production  for  the  month.  The 
demand  for  chicks  for  both  flock-  replacement  'and  broiler  production  continues 
strong.  A  large  June,  hatch  is ‘•in  prospect  as  the  number  of  eggs  in  incubators  on 
June  1  was  36  percent  larger  than  on  June  1  last  year.  The  supply  of  hatching  eggs 
is  limiting  hatchery  output  in  some  sections  of  the  country.  The  number  of  chicks 
produced  during -the  first  5  months  of  this  year  totaled  1,117,541,000  —  12  percent 
more  than  during*  the  same  period,  last  year.  This  production  is  only  about  1  percent 
less  than  the  1943  record  high  output  for  the  period* 

May  chick  production  was  above  that  of  a  year  ago  in  all  sections  of  the 
country.  Increases  reported  were  56  percent  in  the  East  South  Central,  52  percent 
in  the  Nest  South  Central,  39  percent  in  the  Pacific,  29  percent  in  the  Nest  North 
Central,  28  percent  in  the  New  England,  26  percent  in  the  Mountain,  21  percent  in 
the  Mid-Atlantic,  and  20  percent.. in  the  East  North  Central  States. 

The  strong  demand  for  chicks  for  flock  replacement  is  reflected  by  the  in¬ 
crease  of  8  percent  shown  in  the  number  of  chicks  and  young  chickens,  on  farms 
June  1  compared  yith  a  year  ago*,  Increases  were  reported  in  all  parts  of  the 
country  except  the  Nest  North  Central  where  no  change  occurred.  Holdings  reached 
record  high  levels  in  the  North  Atlantic  and  the  Nest,  Increases  from  a  year  ago 
were  33  percent  in  the  North  Atlantic,  16  percent  in  the  Nest,  9  percent  in  the 
South  Atlantic,  4  p)  or  cent  in  the  East  North  Central  and  2  percent  in  the  South 
Central  states.  '  ’  :  *

Prices  received  by  farmers  for  eggs  in  mid-May  averaged '45. 2  cents  per 
dozen,  compared  with  29.6  cents  last  year.  Egg  prices  increased  2.1  cents  per 
dozen  from  April  15  to  May  15,  compared  with  an  average  seasonal  increase  of  0,4 
cents.  Chicken  prices  averaged  23.9  cents  on  May  15,  compared  with  22.5  cents  a 
year  ago  and  with  29*3  cents  on  April  15  this  year.  Turkey  prices  in  mid-May 
averaged  35.4  cents  a  pound  live  weight,  compared  with  27.4  cents  last  year.  The 
mid-May  cost  of  feed  for  the  United  States  farm  poultry  ration  was  $4.02  per  100 
pounds,  compared  with  $3.62  a  year  ago.  The  Mgy  egg-feed  price  relationship  was 
much  more  favorable  than  last  year,  but  less  favorable  than  in  May  1949.  Also,' 
both  the-  chicken-feed  and  turkey-rfeed  price  relationships  were  more  favorable  than 
last  year,  ’  .

The  number  of  poults  hatched  during  May,  as  reported  by  hatcheries  supplying 
information,  was  7  percent  more  than  in  May  last  year.  These  same  hatcheries  re¬ 
ported  48  percent  more  eggs  in  incubators  on  June  1  than  a  year  ago.  Reports 
from  hatcheries  for  the  4  months,  Febri’^ry  through  May,  showed  approximately  6 
percent  more  poults  hatched  than  durirg  the  same  period  last  year.

HATCHERY  PRODUCTION 
April  1951

The  number  of  chicks  produced  by  commercial  ha April  totaled 
319»^36,000  -  12  percent  more  than  in  April  last  year  and  1  percent'  above  the  1945- 
49  average,  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  reports*  There  was  a  good  demand 
for  chicks  for  Loth  fiock  replacement  and  Lroiler  production  during  the  month. 

About  35  percent  more  chicks  were  placed  in  the  7  principal  Lroiler  producing  areas 
in  April  than  in  the  same  month  last  year.  Chicks  and  young  chickens  of  this  yearfs 
hatchings  on  May  1  were  estimated  to  Le  5  percent  more  than  a  year  ago  and  2  percent 
above  average,  indicating  a  very  strong  demand  for  chicks  for  flock  replacement 
during  April,  especially  since  chicks  and  young  chicks  of  this  year's  hatchings  on 
April  1  were  7  percent  less  than  a  year  ago. 

The  demand  for  chicks  for  flock  replacement  and  Lroiler  production  continues 
strong  and  a  relatively  large  hatch  during  May  can  Le  expected.  The  number  of  eggs 
in  incubators  on  May  1  wer e  23  percent  larger  than  on  May  1  last  year.  The  supply 
of  hatching  eggs  is  limiting  hatching  output  at  the  present  time. 

April  chick  production  was  above  that  of  a  year  ago  in  all  sections  -of  thc^ 
country.  Increases  reported  were  37  percent  in  the  New  England,  21  percent  in  the 
East  South  Central,  20  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic,  14  percent  in  the  Pacific, 

13  percent  in  the  Middle  Atlantic,  11  percent  in  the  West  South  Central,  9  percent 
in  the  Bast  North  Central,  7  percent  in  the  West  North  Central  and  4  percent  in  the 
Mountain  States. 

Chicks  and  young  chickens  of  this  year's  hatching  on  farms  May  1  for  flock 
replacement  were  larger  than  a  year  ago  in  all  parts  of  the  country  except  the  West 
North  Central  and  South  Central  States  v/here  they  were  down  1  and  4  percent*  res¬ 
pectively*  Increases  from  a  year  ago  were  19  percent  in  the  North  Atlantic,  10  per¬ 
cent  in  the  East  North  Central,  8  percent  in  the  West  and  7  percent  in  the  South 
Atlantic  States,

Prices  received  by  farmers  for  eggs  in  mid-April  averaged  43.1  cents ( per  dozen, 
compared  with  30.9  cents  a  year  earlier  and  43.7  cents  in  mid-March.  Prices  re¬ 
ceived  for  chickens  ,on  April  15  averaged  29.3  cents  per  pound  live  weight,  compared 
with  23.4  cents  last- year  and  with  the  1940-49  average  of  23.2'  cents.  Turkey  prices 
in  mid-April  averaged  35.3  cents  per  pound  live  weight,  compared  with  ^0,1  cents  a 
year  earlier  and  with  the  average. of  28,2  cents.  The  mid-April  cost  of  United 
States  farm  poultry  ration  was  $3*99  per  one  hundred  pounds,  compared  with  C»3*’^  a 
year  ago*  The  egg— feed,  chicken-feed  and  turkey-feed  price  relationships  wer 0  more 
favorable  than  a  year  ago. 


TURKEY  OPERATIONS 


The  number  of  poults  hatched  during  April,  as  reported  by  hatcheries  supplying 
information  on  turkey  operations,  was  6  percent  more  than  in  April  last  year.  These 
same  hatcheries  reported  16  percent  more  eggs  in  incubators  on  May  1  than  a  year 
ago.  Reports  from  hatcheries  covering  February,  March  and  April  showed  approximate¬ 
ly  6  percent  more  poults  hatched  than  during  the  same  period  last  year*  -

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HATCHERY  PRODUCTION 

July  1992 


Commercial  hatcheries  produced  83,650,000  chicks  during  July,  the  Bureau  of 
Agricultural  Economics  reported  today ,  This  number  is  20  percent  less  than  was  pro¬ 
duced  during  July  last  year  hut  53  percent  above  the  1946-5$  average  production  for 
the  month,,  The  production  of  chicks  for  Broiler  production  and  flock  replacement 
were  "both  Below  that  of  a  year  ago,.  Approximately  9  percent  fewer  chicks  were 
placed  in  the  11  principal  Broiler  areas  than  in  July  last  year.  The  num'ber  of 
chicks  hatched  during  July  for  flock  replacement  is  indicated  to  Be  down  48  percent, 
Chicks  produced  during  the  first  7  months  of  this  year  totaled  1,308,990,000  com¬ 
pared  with  1,363,286,000  during  the  same  period  last  year  —  a  decrease  of 
4  percent. 

The  demand  for  chicks  for  Broiler  production  is  strong.  Scarcity  of  hatching 
eggs  is  limiting  the  output  of  Broiler  chicks  at  the  present  time,.  The  number  of 
eggs  in  incubators  on  August  1  was  13  percent  less  than  on  August  1  last  year  indi¬ 
cating  a  smaller  August  hatch  than  a  year  ago, 

July  chick  production  was  Below  last  year  in  all  sections  of  the  country  except 
in  the  East  and  West  South  Central  States  where  increases  of  7  and  1  percent  re¬ 
spectively  were  reported.  The  decreases  reported  were  48  percent  in  the  West  North 
Central,  39  percent  in  the  East  North  Central,  35  percent  in  the  Mountain,  27  per¬ 
cent  in  the  Mid-Atlantic,  18  percent  in  the  New  England,  14  percent  in  the  South  At¬ 
lantic  and  11  percent  in  the  Pacific  Coast  States, 

Prices  received  By  farmers  for  eggs  in  mid-July  averaged  43 0 3  cents  per  dozen 
compared  with  46,6  cents  last  year.  Chicken  prices  (farm  chickens  and  commercial 
Broilers)  averaged  26v0  cents  per  pound  live  weight  on  July  15  compared  with 
24„7  cents  on  June  15  and  28,1  cents  a  year  ago,  Turkey  prices  on  July  15  averaged 
31.9  cents  per  pound  live  weight,  compared  with  35.3  cents  a  year  ago.  The  mid-Jul^ 
cost  of  feed  for  the  United  States  farm  poultry  ration  was  $4,18  per  100  pounds  com* 
pared  with  $3.95  a  year  ago.  The  egg-feed,  chicken-feed  and  turkey-feed  price' 
relationships  were  all  less  favorable  than  a  year  ago.
